— Israeli premier Menachem Begin today won approval from the 
Knesset (parliament) for his refusal to soften his Middle East peace plan despite international 
pressure. Although he was heckled by the opposition as he reported on the outcome of his chilly 
talks in Washington last week with President Carter, the Knesset backed his stance by 64 votes to 
32 with nine abstentions.

Guerrillas continue

BEIRUT, March 29 (R). — Pal- 
estinian commandos said they 
blasted targets in northern Is- 
rael today with heavy artillery 
and rockets in defiance of an 
Israeli warning of retaliation. 

A military communique issu- 
ed by the Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine 
(DFLP) said “our heavy artill- 
ery and rocket units this morn- 
ing shelled the Abi Al Qamh 
area..." 

Abi A| Qamh is about 1.5 
kms. south of Metuilab, Israel’s 
northernmost town. 

The communique did not say

The U.S. now wanted a re- 
ferendum to be hpld in the Is- 
raeli occupied West Bank z~i 
the Gaza Strip in five years 
time to decide their future. 

The idea was unacceptable. 
Mr. Begin said, "because it wo- 
uld inevitably lead to that whi- 
ch the United States itself does 
not want - - that is. the esta- 
blishment of a Palestinian sta- 
te.”

CARACAS, March 29 (Agencies) 
— President Carter today call- 
ed on rich and poor countries 
to stop blaming each other for 
world economic disruption and 
improve cooperation to make 
the world a better place to live 
in. 

In an address to Venezuela’s 
National Congress, the presid- 
ent said industrialised countries 
would have to .provide long- 
term capital and reduce tra- 
de barriers, while developing 
nations must stop recalling pa- 
st injustices and embark on re- 
sponsible participation in creat- 
ing a new world order. 

"Only by acting together can 
we expand trade and investme- 
nt in order to create more jo- 
bs, curb inflation, and raise 
the standard of living” he said 
in his prepared remarks. 

The president said all mem- 
bers of the organisation of Pe- 
troleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) had a responsibility to 
use their surplus wealth to me- 
et the needs of the world’s peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Carter proposed the fol- 
lowing five steps to ensure st- 
rong growth in industrialised 
and developing nations alike : 

- - Increase capital flows to 
developing countries. 

- - Build a fairer and more 
open system of world trade. 

- - Work to moderate disrup- 
tive price movement in the wo- 
rld economy. 

- - Cooperate on energy con- 
servation and development. 

- - Strengthen the technologi- 
cal capabilities of developing 
countries. 

Calling for more open trade 
Mr. Carter said we must resist 
the temptation to impose new 
restrictions on imports. 


"We must all strive to redu- 
ce existing barriers to trade, 
both tariffs and other measu- 
res, while giving special consi- 
deration and benefits to the 
developing nations.” 

Mr. Carter said he was pro- 
posing the creation of a U.S. 
foundation for technical colla- 
boration to assist developing 
countries. 

The U.S. president linked ec- 
onomic progress with his ca- 
mpaign for human rights, sa- 
ying that poverty offended the 
conscience of mankind. 

"The human rights in which 
we believe so deeply include 
not only the right to be free, 
but also the right to a fair ch- 
ance for a decent life.” 

Mr. Carter spoke of the need 
to oppose intervention in the 
interna! affairs of other coun- 
tries, an issue he mentioned 
when Venezuelan President Ca- 
rlos Andres Perez called his 
attention yesterday to alleged 
human rights violations in Nica- 
ragua. 

He also said there must be a 
reversal in the massive and ex- 
cessive weapons' sales being 


made by the United States and 
other industrialised nations to 
developing countries which hau 
profound social and economic 
needs. 

After his speech. Carter set 
aside time for more talks with 
President Perez. 

Following Wednesday’s talks 
Carter, his wife Rosalynn, ten- 
year-old daughter Amy and top 
U.S. officials including National 
Security Adviser Zbigniew Br- 
zezinski and Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, left for a four- 
hour flight to the Brazilian ca- 
pital of Brasilia.

We’re quite impressed by many of the qualities 
that President Jimmy Carter of the United States 
has demonstrated during his first year in office, but 
none of his positive qualities can make up for his 
glaring inability to fit the anomaly of Israel into his 
otherwise compassionate vision of a world dominated 
by fairness. This week, the President of the United 
States is taking his goodness and sweetness show on 
the road again, exhorting the natives of Venezuela, 
-Brazil, Nigeria and Liberia to join hands with the 
people of the United States “to deal in a constructive 
and- creative way with the diversity of the world in 
which we live.” as Mr. Carter himself put it before 
leaying Washington. 

.But how does Mr. Carter expect anybody to take 
bis 1 words seriously, when simultaneously with his 
calls to join hands for a better world, American 
weapons and massive economic aid are locked in a 
tight handclasp with* Israel in occupying the lands 
of four Arab states, making mincemeat and mockery 
of the accepted international principles of self- 
determination in Palestine, and working totally 
against the Middle East people's aspirations for 
economic well-being by maintaining an Israel-domin- 
ated war situation that forces all the states in the 
region to spend about one-fourth of their budgets on 
defence ? Is the Jimmy Carter who speaks so 
eloquently in Venezuela about a better world for all 
the same Jimmy Carter who sells . Israel F-15 fighter 
jets to bomb Palestinian children in refugee camps 
in Lebanon? Or do we have a chameleon president 
at work here, who takes on one colour in Venezuela 
and another colour in Palestine? Frankly, we’re 
confused. How can the United States say it wants 
all people to be free, when it gives Israel cluster 
bombs and napalm, and the jet fighters to use them 
with, for use against its Arab neighbours on all four 
sides ? Do we believe what America says or what it 
does? What it says is lovely. What_it does is grue- 
some. The gap between the two is known as 
hypocrisy, or, as H. L. Mencken would have put it, 
pecksniffery. Whatever it’s called, it’s not the kind of 
thing that Americans should be proud of in their 
president.

Draft agreement between ELO and training 
institute discussed 


AMMAN, March 29 (JNA). ■ — The Technical Training 
Institute board in its meeting here today discussed a 
proposed draft agreement between the Ministry of Edu- 
cation and the institution on one hand and the Interna- 
tional Labour Organisation (ILO) on the other. Under 
the proposed agreement the ILO will contribute S3 14,500 
to cover the expenses of foreign experts coming to Jor- 
dan and scholarships for Jordanian students both at 
home and abroad. Jordan will provide counterparts of 
these experts along with the necessary technical and 
administrative services. An expert from the ILO will 
come here early next year to assess the work of the 
Technical Training Institution, and advise on program- 
mes and agreements which the institution will conclude 
with organisations in the field of industrial apprentice- 
ships and other training courses. The accord also inclu- 
des training the teachers of these apprenticeship courses. 


Cabinet approves two financial schemes 


AMMAN, March 29 (JNA). — The Cabinet today appro- 
ved a $14m. loan by the International Development 
Agency to the Water and Sewerage Authority. The loan 
will finance the third phase of the Amman water and 
sewerage project. The Cabinet also agreed to Jordan 
acquiring an equity in the Arab Fisheries Co. The Jeddah- 
based company was created upon a decision by the Arab 
Economic Council at a recent meeting in Tunis. It has a 
capital of £10,000,000.

Tempers flare up at Esmail’s trial 


TEL AVIV, March 28 (AP). — 
Tempers flared in an Israeli co- 
urtroom, set off by conflicting 
ideologies of defence and pro- .

mail charged with guerrilla ac- 
tivities continued today.

His Attorney, Felicia Lan- 
ger broke in saying “Israeli au- 
thorities admit that Sami’s pri- 
son is one of the most overcro- 
wded in the country." 

At one point Prosecution Ad- 
vocate Sara Sirott, angered by 
Mrs. Langeris remarks exclai- 
med : "The manner in which 
you are impercinent to the ju- 
dges would get you in jail in 
America and certainly in the 
Soviet Union. You use every 
pretext to do battle against 
the state of Israel."

Dollar takes biggest plunge 
ever on Japanese exchange

TOKYO, March 29 (R). — The U.S. dollar 
plunged more steeply than ever on die Tokyo 
Foreign Exchange Market today and register- 
ed a new postwar low point for the fourth 
trading day in a row- 

The dollar dipped to 220.7 yen but rallied 
to 221.60 at the close after a flurry of last 
minute trading. It had opened at 224 compar- 
ed with last night’s dose of 225.02. 

Dealers said the Bank of Japan, which yes- 
terday bought an estimated $800 million 
to stem the fall, bought a small amount 
of dollars in early trading but did not inter- 
vene further. 

Many dealers said they could not remem- 
ber such a spectacular d pOar fa il against the 
yen in Tokyo in one day. 

Earlier this month the rfnTtnr co mm anded 
235 yen. It fetched 240 at the end of Decem- 
ber. 

The US. currency opened far beneath last 
night's dose following an overnight decline 


abroad. It fell further under sustained dollar 
selling nressure from foreign hanks to buy 
yen and the absence of Intervention by the 
Bank of Japan, dealers said. 

The Japanese news agency Jljt reported 
thaf the country’s monetary authorities mi- 
ght wfthold major intervention until the rate 
drops to 220. 

But the Finance Ministry, commenting on 
the report, said Japan had not changed its 
policy of fntervenhie: In the Tokyo market 
onlv t*' iron 'Out erratic fluctuations. 

The Bank of Japan is estimated to have 
Bought nearly $5 billion thk month. This is 
more than the previous monthly record of 
about $45 billion In August, 1971, when then 
President Richard Nixon suspended the dot- 
lafs convertibility into gold. 

Dealers expect the yen to continue its rise 
against the dollar until basic causes for the 
dollar’s fall — including Japan's huge trade 
surplus with fie' United States — are cor- 
rected. 


BAHRAIN, March 29 (R). — 
Saudi Arabia forced the post- 
ponement of an oil-exporters’ 
meeting due to be held in Ge- 
neva next week to avoid a 
dash over the dedining dol- 
lar, informed oil sources said 
today. 

Oil ministers of Organisa- 
tion. of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) yesterday an- 
nounced that the informal me- 
eting scheduled for April 3 had 
been postponed by a month. A 
spokesxhan said only that the 
ministers needed more time to 
study the issues involved. 

The meeting was supposed 
to discuss general policy Issu- 
es which had been crowded out 
by talks on prices at regular 
half-yearly OPEC conferences. 

Revenue drop 

However these questions we- 
re expected to be overshadow- 
ed by concern at the continued 
drop in revenues of OPEC me- 
mber states, which fix oil pri- 
ces in dollars due to the slide 
in the U.S. currency’s value. 

OPEC Secretary General Ali 
Jaidah said earlier this month 
the dollar decline represented a 
total loss to the 13 OPEC me- 
mber states of about $14 bil- 
lion a year. 

The sources said the Saudis 
appeared to be hoping that the 
dollar would recover sufficient- 
ly by the beginning of May to 
justify shelving the issue. 

Otherwise they would pro- 
bably try to put off discussion 
until the regular OPEC con- 
ference, which would then be 
only one month away, the so- 
urces added. 

Saudi Arabia has consistent-

ly opposed attempts to increa- 
se oD prices to compensate for 
the dollar’s fall. 

It feels that a readjustment 
of the dollar price in terms of 
a basket of currencies as pro- 
posed by some OPEC states 
would in fact increase prices 
for some consumers, including 
the United States and those 
with weak currencies. 

Saudi Arabia also argues 
that a price increase would be 
counter-productive when there 
is a glut in the oil market and 
many OPEC states have repor- 
ted a fall in exports. 

Favouring compensation 

Venezuela, Iraq and Kuwait 
among major exporters have 
said they would like to see 
the dollar price increased to 
compensate for the exchange 
losses. 

Even the United Arab Emi- 
rates (UAE), Saudi Arabia's 
closest ally within OPEC, has 
proposed that the dollar price 
should be regularly adjusted in 
terms of a basket of curren- 
cies. 

But Iran, OPECs second lar- 
gest producer after Saudi Ara- 
bia, has not so far expressed 
an opinion in public beyond 
saying that the dollar decline 
was a cause of concern. 

Iran, a former oil price ha- 
wk, sided with Saudi Arabia at 
an OPEC conference in Cara- 
cas last December which in 
effect kept prices frozen at 
their previous levels. 

The Shah of Iran has said 
that he believes oil prices sh- 
ould not rise but he has not 
said whether his country would 
support an exchange adjust- 
ment.

Psychic woman helps find murder victims 

NEWARK, New Jersey (AP). — Dorothy Allison says her 
psychic powers led her to the grave of a missing teen-ager and 
provided clues to the body of another teen-ager. The 53-year- 
old suburban New Jersey housewife says she led officers to a 
shallow grave where the body of 17-ycar-old Ronald Stica, an 
apparent stabbing victim, was found yesterday. Last week, Mrs. 
Allison told police in the New York city borough of Staten Is- 
land that the body of 14-year-old Susan Jacobson would be 
found in a marshy area, in sight of two bridges and an aband- 
oned car, and near the letters M, A and R. The girl’s skeleton 
was found Saturday by her family and friends in a 55-gallon 
oil dram at the bottom of n 12-foot, shaft in Sraten Island 
Shipyard, in an area that fit the psychic's description. About 
200 feet from the shaft, high on a rock, were the red-painted 
letters MAR, Mrs. Allison, says she has worked with police 
for 10 years and has located 20 bodies.

IV, Action at the

8. The group stresses the 
importance of international 
cooperation between the deve- 
loping and developed countri- 
es for evolving a set of inter- 
national policy measures, as 
stressed in various United Na- 
tions resolutions, and more 
particularly resolution 32/192 
adopted by the United Nat- 
ions General Assembly at Its 
thirty-second session, in Dec- 
ember, 1977. 

A. Examination of revenue 
sharing proposals 

9. The group requests the 
secretary-general of UNCTAD 
to continue examination of 
the feasibility of various re- 
venue sharing proposals. 

10. The group further notes 
that the rationale for revenue 
sharing arrangements rests on 
the following considerations: 

(0 where developing count- 
ries incur disruption and eco- 
nomic difficulties in theirjeco- 


nomies, there Is a cogent case 
for financial assistance- cum- 
compensation so that they 
may adjust to their loss of 
manpower with greater ease. 

(ii) where developing coun- 
tries do not incur any mea- 
surable disruption and their 
comparative advantage is in 
skill production to export 
skills abroad, they can 
legitimately improve their ec- 
onomic returns from such mi- 
gration through revenue shar- 
ing arrangements which mig- 
ht reflect the cost of produc- 
ing the skills; and 

(Hi) in so far as there is a 
prima facie case for deducing 
that the developed countries 
benefit from the inflow of sk- 
illed migrants, as noted in 
their official pronouncements, 
as implied by the occasional 
variations in the level and 
composition of their immigra- 
tion quotas to reflect domes- 
tic labour conditions and as 
suggested by the fact that 
the taxes paid by the skilled 
migrants in developed count- 
ries with progressive income 
tax systems are likely to be 
redistributing income away 
from these migrants rather th- 
an towards them, such bene- 
fits to the developed countries 
may legitimately be shared 
through income-tax-revenue 
sharing arrangements with the 
developing countries from wh- 
ich these skilled migrants ori- 
ginate. 

21. These considerations su- 
ggest that there are cogent 
rationales for revenue sharing 
arrangements which might ta- 
ke several forms that need to 
be explored at an expert le- 
vel. In particular, the group 
rates the following possibili- 
ties as meriting such examin- 
ation, while not precluding 
others from consideration: 

(0 the possibility of bilate- 
ral or multilateral tax treat- 
ies In order to assign specifi- 
ed fractions of the migrants' 
income tax revenues in the 
developed countries to the de- 
veloping countries from which 
the migrants originate, this 
being a practice not unknown 
in current International tax 
procedures; 

CO the possibility of permit- 
ting the migrants from the de- 
veloping countries to earmark, 
on a voluntary basis, specific 
fractions of their income tax 
payments in foe developed 
countries for the purpose of 
transferring them to the de- 
veloping countries of their or- 
igin, such an arrangement aga- 
in being arrived at through 
bilateral or multilateral tax 
treaties; this voluntary ear- 
marking of revenues being aga- 
in a practice with current pre- 
cedent; and 

(iii) foe possibility of perm- 
itting the migrants from the 
developing countries to make 
voluntary, tax-deductible con- 


tributions to charitable orga- 
nisations in the developing co- 
untries, as is currently permit- 
ted for eligible organisations 
in some developed countries, 
simplifying 5 considerably the 
procedures for registering 
developing-counny organisa- 
tions for eligibility, easing the 
eligibility requirements and po- 
ssibly harmonising the deve- 
loped country practices in re- 
gard thereto. 

B. Examination of the 
International Labour 
Compensatory Facility 

12. The establishment of an 
International Labour Compen- 
satory Facility (ILCF), propos- 
ed recently by Crown Prince 
Hassan of Jordan should be 
explored systematically and 
as embodied in United Natio- 
ns General Assembly resolut- 
ion 32/192. With membership 
open to all members of the 
United Nations, it has been 
proposed that each member 
make an annual contribution 
commensurate with its gains 
from the reverse transfer of 
technology. 

13. Assets available at the 
ILCF may be disbursed either 
in the form of direct aid to 
countries who suffer Jrom bra- 
in drain or in the form of soft 
loans. Such assistance may be 
extended either in th form of 
cash, or preferably in earmar- 
ked funds to finance training 
projects or foe purchase of 
capital equipment, seen as a 
substitute for the brain drain. 

14. This facility has been 
studied only in a preliminary 
manner in order to arrive at 
workable formulae to determ- 
ine respective contributions 
and disbursements. However, 
the issues involved need to be 
considered by an expert group 
at two levels:

(A) A technical group to 
write the details and possibly

(B) High-level government 
officials to discuss, amend 
and adapt the draft agreem- 
ent 

C. International resource 
flow accounting 

15. The group underlines 
the highly unsatisfactory and 
partial nature of current int- 
ernational resource flow ac- 
counting practices . which con- 
centrate exclusively on comm- 
odity and capital flows, and 
take no account of the trans- 
fer of valuable productive re- 
sources, in the form of skil- 
led manpower, from develop- 
ing to the developed countr- 
ies. 

16. The group draws atten- 
tion to foe fact that several 
possibilities exist for imputing 


a value to skill transfers. This 
requires reaching an agreeme- 
nt on a set of concepts and 
procedures to be followed. 

17. The group therefore re* 
quests the secretary-general 
of UNCTAD to examine in 
depth at an expert level the 
merits of alternative imputat- 
ion methodologies with a vi- 
ew to making recommendat- 
ions on a feasible set of inter- 
nationally agreed concepts 
and procedures to be applied. 

D. Principles for regulating 
the reverse transfer of 
technology 

18. The group recommends 
the consideration of defining 
a set of principles for govern- 
ing the flow of skilled migra- 
tion from developing to deve- 
loped countries, containing 
Inter alia a set of rights and 
obligations.

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Despite ultra-modern technology superstition 
is still deeply entrenched in Japanese life

TOKYO (FT) — They usually 
come out at night Seated be- 
hind small tables in the gho- 
stly light of a flickering can- 
dle, Japan's p almis ts, sooths- 
ayers, and fortune tellers still 
ply their mysterious trade. 
For despite the fact that Ja- 
pan is marketing computers 
and orbiting satellites, super- 
stition is stfil a wen entren- 
ched part of Japanese life. 

In a country where natural 
disasters like earthquakes, fir- 
es. and floods are common 
necurenres. superstitions are 
legion. Before Japan’s modern- 
isation in the late 1800s. ijck- 

"fcss Rud death were often ex- 
ntfiined bv the presence of de- 
vils «r evil snirits. Even to- 
day, omens both good and bad 
are carefully observed bv mu- 
ch of the population. This is 
especially so in professions 
where luck can be a big fac- 
tor as with geisha girls, sumo 
wrestlers, gamblers, and ent- 



ertainers. 

A hbtovy of devtb 

Japan's rich literary history 
offers a wealth of demons and 
devils. The most popular is 
the oni. a red skinned, two- 
homed devO whose wooden 
images abound In Buddhist te- 
mples around the country. A 
keppa, or water monster, liv- 
es in rivers or lakes, and is 
said to be responsible for dr- 
nwnines. Another is the ten- 
gu. an old man with a long be- 
ard who lives in trees and 
howls during the night. Once 
feared by the rural population, 
today these creatures only ap- 
pear in children’s fairy foie? 

Fortune tellers and pahn 
readers on the other hand st- 
ill enjoy a large following. 
Basing their interpretations on 
the T-Ching (the Book of Ch- 
anges), which originated In 
China around 180 B.C, they 
prosper in evening entertainm- 
ent areas. Young unmarried

mers, and questions related to 
love and marriage are the 
most commonly asked. Paren- 
ts will often bring a new-born 
Infant to a fortune teller to 
pick a lucky name for the 
child, and sometimes distrau- 
ght people on the verge of 
suicide will turn to them for 
consultation. There are curre- 
ntly more than 2,000 fortune 
tellers practicing in Tokyo 

alone. 

Astrology 

Japanese astrology, which 
Is based on the Chinese sys- 
tem of naming each year after 
an animal, is still a powerful

force in Japan. Men bom in 
the Year of the Tiger (1974) 
should be active and aggres- 
sive, while those bom in the 
Year of the Rabbit (1975) are 
meek -md passive. The most 
frightful year for a woman to 
be bom is the Year of the 
Fire Horse (hmoe-iuna), whi- 
ch occurs only once every 60 
years. Women bora in that 
year will be stubborn, hot te- 
mpered, and are likely to kill 
their husbands. 

The extent to which these 
old beliefs are present today 
can be seen in population st- 
atistics. The most recent fire 
horae vear was 1966. Tn that 
vear the birth rate fell 26 per 
cent from 18.6 to 13.7 births

Then in 
1967 the birth rate recovered 
to 19.3 per 1,000. 

A subsequent Health and 
Welfare Ministry investigation 
showed that many mothers 
had changed the birthdates of 
their female newborns to the 
year preceding or following 
1966. Many others had resor- 
ted to abortions or contracep- 
tive methods to avoid having 
children In the Year of the 
Fire Horse. 

Driving evil spirits away 

Another old superstition, 
which sparked a 12 year legal 
battle is the iichinsai. During 
a ffehinsai ceremony, a Shinto 
priest win bless a building 
site, scaring away any evil 
spirits that may haunt the 
planned structure. In 1965 the 
Tsu municipal government pa- 
id a Shinto priest £32 to do 
a jinchinsai on a local gym- 
nasium site. But some local 
citizens protested that using 
government funds for these 
purposes violated Section 20 
of the Constitution which se- 
parates church and state. The 
issue was fought all the way 
to the main bench of the Sup- 
reme Cburt. which ruled In 
favour of the municipality, th- 
us establishing a legal prece- 
dent in favour of the ancient 
rite 

The majority of present day 
Japanese superstitions usually 
Involve some play on words. 
If a hearse passes someone 
by on the stre et, he must co- 
ver both thumbs, or else risk 
having both his parents die 
in the near future. The Japa- 
nese word for both thumb and 
parent is oya. so covering 
one's thumbs is thought to 
protect one’s parents. There 
are hundreds of other luckv 
and unluckv svnonvms Tike 
this that are well known bv 
most Japanese people. 

hfnmeniiog y 

Numerology Is another sup- 
erstition that Is commonly 
practiced. The number four 
refers to death, as does 14. 
42, and 44. Manv hospitals and 
hotels are missing fourth flo- 
ors or rooms numbered wtth 
four. Tokyo International Air- 
port has no passenger load- 
ing areas numbered four or 
thirteen. The mlsstne number 
four is to reassure the Japa- 


nese passengers, while the ab- 
sent number thirteen is in de- 
ference to superstitious fore- 
ign travellers from the West. 

Auspicious days play an im- 
portant part in the Japanese 
calender. The cai-an are con- 
sidered to be lucky days, wh- 
ile the butsu-metsu days (na- 
med for the day on which Bu- 
ddha died) are thought to be 
verv unluckv. There are 5S of 
each of these days In one 
year. The tai-an are good da- 
ys for weddings, launching 
new businesses, starring a 
long km me v. or other mom- 
entous occasions. While manv 
Taueh off ansnicimis d.rvs as 

insfeniflcnn*. other* nrefer no? 
to take their chances. Reser- 
vations at wedding halls on 
tol-nn davs In the prime wed- 
ding seasons of the sorinc and 
autumn must he made at lea- 
st she months in nd»-incc Pn 
hntcii-metsn davs the same 
weddlne halls either offer 50 
per cent discounts on foes 
charged or dose down comp- 
letely. 

Cheaper near cemeteries 

There are also manv super- 
stitions connected with death. 
Housing nrJT cemeteries Is 
avoided by Japanese, driving 
down rents in the area. Fore- 
igners. who are unaffected bv 
this belief, are ViaTmv to take 
advantage of the lower rents. 
Hence, foreign residents In Ja- 
pan can often he found Hvlne 
near cemeteries. 

There is virtually no seco- 
nd-hand market in Japan be- 
cause of the posslbllitv that 
the previous owner of the ob- 
ject mav have died. With no 
chance of resale, perfectly go- 
od clothing, furniture, and 
consumer goods usually end 
up In the rubbish. The econo- 
mic effects of this belief can 
be far-reaching. 7f consumers 
will only buy new products, 
It means that the demand le- 
vel for these goods wfil be 
higher than If the superstition 
didn’t exist 

The list goes on and on. Tn 
the end. an amazing amount 
of Japanese behaviour has an 
explanation based on ancient 
sunerstltions. Manv of these 
beliefs are still accented bv a 
majority of the population, 
and it looks as If thev are 
here to stav. 
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Opponents of T okyo’s jSaudis hire P.R. firm to 
Narita Airport stage promote U.S. plane sale 


bomb attack on hotel 

NAJRITA, Japan, March 29 (R). — Radical opponents of Tokyo’s controver- 
sial new international airport today staged a lightning raid on an airport ho- 
tel, setting it ablaze with Molotov cocktails after si -• ashing in windows and 
doors with iron bars. Police said white-helmeted radicals in the pre-dawn 
attack hurled 20 flaming petrol bombs into the lobby of the Nikko Narita 
Hotel, scheduled to open on April 1. 


Twenty people were staying 
at the hotel, built to accomm- 
odate passengers using the new 
airport, and the fire was put out 
by hotel employees. 

Police said the demonstrato- 
rs, who are maintaining their 
violent campaign against the 


airport although the governm- 
ent yesterday indefinitely post- 
poned its opening, escaped in a 
lorry. 

The airport, 65 kms. north- 
east of Tokyo, was built to take 
the bulk of international air 
traffic from the older Haneda 


Photo of Moro could be 
montage , say experts 


ROME, March 29 (AP). — 
The picture of former Italian 
Premier Aldo Moro sent by 
Red Brigades kidnappers to a 
Rome newspaper could be a 
photo montage, Italian papers 
today quoted investigators as 
saying. 

Mr. Moro’s photo was sent 
along with a handbill with the 
five-point Red Brigades Em- 
blem three days after Mr. 
Moro was kidnapped in a Rome 
street ambush March 16. 

In the handbill the Red Bri- 
gades said Mr. Moro will be 
subjected to a "peoples trial”. 

Italy’s leading newspaper 
Corriere Della Sera of Milan 
said experts considered "it pro- 
bable the picture could be a 
photo montage.” 

The paper said that Mr. 
Moro's face could have been 
put over another picture. 

With the snapshot the Red 
Brigades aimed to make known 
that Mr. Moro was alive. 

Corriere Della Sera said the 
photo montage version came 
after a careful study of the pic- 
ture made by police experts. 

Another Milan paper, II Gior- 
nale Nuovo, said that in the 
snapshot Mr. Mnro was shown 
with a white shirt while when 
he was kidnanoed he wore a 
strined white shirt. The paper 
said this was confirmed by 
Moro's family. 

Meanwhile a erouo of com- 
mon criminals ha« thn».itpn#*d 
to kill members of the Red Rri- 
gaaes guerrilla gang in fail 
unless ktdnanned politician Al- 
do Mom is released. 

In a statement issued to the 


Rome morning newspaper H 
Nessaggero last night, a com- 
mittee of common criminals set 
a deadline of Thursday after- 
noon for Mr. Moro's freedom. 

“If the brigades do not meet 
our deadline, we will tell our 
companions in jail to do away 
with a member of the briga- 
des. The execution^ will be car- 
ried out despite police escorts 
and the solitary cells of the 
guerrillas,” it said. 


Airport. Its foes include farm- 
ers who were forced to sell th- 
eir land for the field, environ- 
mentalists and radicals who cl- 
aim the airport might be used 
for military purposes. 

Thousands of anti-airport de- 
monstrators clashed with poli- 
ce on Sunday, throwing firebo- 
mbs and rocks. About 50 hold 
up in a four-story concrete bl- 
ockhouse at the end of the ru- 
nway were driven out Monday 
night by police and the 20-me- 
tre steel tower was pulled 
down. 

On Sunday, two groups bro- 
ke through police lines. A few 
ciirabed up into the control to- 
wer, destroying delicate elec- 
tronic equipment which has fo- 
rced the indefinite postponem- 
ent of the airport's opening. 
Another group, riding in trucks 
equipped with large cowcatch- 
ers. broke through a gate and 
attacked police with gasoline 
bombs. 

Transport Minister Kenji Fu- 
kunaga said yesterday it would 
take until mid-April to repair 
the damage done to the airpo- 
rt's control tower. 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP). — Saudi Arabia, concerned 
about Israel's opposition to U-5. President Jimmy .Carter’s 
package sale of warplanes to the Middle East, is hiring a pu- 
blic relations firm to state its case to Congress and the Ame- 
rican people. 

To handle the lobbying effort, the Saudis are paying 
£66,000 to a public relations firm headed bv Craw-ford Conk 
and Joh C.. West, a source familiar with the arrangements 
said last night 

Mr. Carter has proposed selling the Saudis 60 F-15 war- 
planes in a package which would also send 50 F-5E fighter 
jets to Egypt and 15 F-15*s and 75 F-16's to Israel. 

Israel has condemned the proposed sale of sophisticated 
warplanes to the two as a threat to its security and Israel’s 
supporters in Congress have mounted an effort to veto the 
sale 

“They (the Saudis) thought they had son of an arrange- 
ment with the U.S. government (to buy the Jets),” said the 
source, who declined to be identified. ‘*Bui then the Israeli 
lobby got involved. 

“They (the Saudis) just decided that the Israeli lobby had 
declared psychological war against them.” 

The source said hiring the public relations firm marked a 
step-up In Saudi Arabia’s attempts to influence Congress and 
public opinion. However, he said the Saudi efforts were still 
dwarfed by Israel's political lobbying in the United States. 

The source said the Saudi campaign would focus on that 
country’s support of policies favourable to the United States, 
specifically keeping the lid on o3 "rices and supporting the 
U.S. dollar.

USSR condemnsU.S.’s 
neutron bomb project 


LISBON, March 29 (AP). — 
The Soviet Union yesterday co- 
ndemned the United States’ 
neutron bomb project as dele- 
gates from parliaments in mo- 
re than 70 countries assembled 
for a conference in the Portu- 
guese capital. 

Vitaly Ruben, leading the 
Soviet delegation at the spring 
meeting of the Inter-Parliame- 
ntary Union, was criticised by 
American representatives for 
introducing "a note of propa- 
ganda” into the discussion of 
nuclear disarmament. 

American Sen. John J. Spark- 
man attacked the Soviet Union 
for proposing to abolish one 
weapon while the United Sta- 
tes was aiming to "finish with 
ail nuclear arms.” 


American President Jimmy 
Carter is considering develop- 
ment of the neutron weapon, 
which is designed to kill by re- 
leasing intense radiation. Some 
of the United States’ Europe- 
an allies are hesitant to allow 
deployment of the weapon in 
Europe. 

Opening the meeting, Portu- 
guese President Antonio Ramal- 
ho Eanes called for disarma- 
ment as “a necessary condition 
for the establishment of a new 
social economic order.” 

Delegates from Egypt, Po- 
land and Mexico ioined the call 
for nuclear disarmament which 
headed a list of topics to be 
discussed during five days of 
talks. Others include economies 
of developing nations, illiteracy 
and colonialism. 


ANKARA. March 29 (Rl. — 
Three senior U.S. officials to- 
day began talks with Turkish 
government leaders on a bila- 
teral defence pact which wou- 
ld effectively lift a four-year- 
old U.S. arms ban on Turkey. 

The team, led by U.S. Depu- 
ty Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher, arrived last night 
and opened talks today with 
Prime Minister Buient Ecevit 
and other leaders. 

The State Department anno- 
unced in Washington yesterday 
that President Carter had tak- 
en a decision on the pact, still 
awaiting congressional approv- 
al, which had to be explained 
to the Turkish government. It 
did not elaborate. 

Congress imposed an arms 
embargo on Turkey following 
the 1974 Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus and ratification of the 
defence agreement would ef- 
fectively lift that ban. 

The agreement is due to co- 
me before the House of Repre- 
sentatives International Relati- 
ons Committee on April 6. 

The question of the agree- 
ment was thrown into sharp 
focus this month when Turkey 
protested at remarks by U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
which were interpreted here as 
linking the pact’s future with 
progress on solving the Cyprus 
question. 


The Carter administration 
said subsequently that u did 
not link the two issues. 

Mr. Christopher, who is ac- 
companied by State Depart- 
ment Counsellor Matthew Nim- 
etz and Assistant Secretary of 
State George Vast, thanked the 
Turkish government for ar- 
ranging the talks at short no- 
tice, and said “I hope there 
will be an opportunity for us 
to explore the many impor- 
tant relations which exist bet- 
ween our two countries.” 


Tribal 
feud in 
Namibia 
feared 


WINDHOEK, South West 
Africa (Namibia), March 29, 
(R>. — Police, mounting a ma- 
jor manhunt for the killers of 
moderate black leader chief 
Clemens Kapuuo, fear his de- 
ath could lead to renewed tri- 
bal feuding which has already 
left 14 dead. 

Chief Kapuuo, 55, President 
of the Democratic Tumhalle 
Alliance (DTA) Party and lea- 
der of the Herero tribe, was 
shot on Monday outside a sto- 
re he owned in Windhoek’s 
Katatura township. 

Reports reaching here said 
members of the Herero tribe 
were heading towards Wind- 
hoek from various parts of the 
territory. 

“It is going to be difficult to 
keep them under control.” a 
senior aide of Chief Kapuuo 
said. 

Police have blamed the SW- 
APO nationalist movement for 
the killing but in Lusaka a spo- 
kesman for SWAFO - - the So- 
uth West Africa People’s Or- 
ganisation -- denied that the 
group was responsible. 

SWAPO draws much of its 
support from the Ovambo pe- 
ople, and police, conducting a 
major manhunt for the killers, 
feared the chiefs death could 
lead to renewed violence bet- 
ween the Hereros and Ovam- 
bos. 

Fourteen people were killed 
in fighting, between the two 
tribes earlier this month. 

But l^t night police re- 
ported the township quiet. They 
said roadblocks set up outside 
Windhoek had been dismantl- 
ed. 

On Feb. 7, the Health Mi- 
nister of Ovambo province, 
Mr. Toiva Shiyagaya was shot 
at a DTA meeting. Police bla- 
med that killing, too, on SW- 
APO, but the nationalist mo- 
vement denied responsibility. 


Former CIA employee says 
Oswald was involved in 
agency project in Japan 


“Living in sin” has become 
the American way ol life 


• WASHINGTON, March 29 
(AP). — The House of Repre- 
sentatives Assassinations Com- 
mittee is reported checking a 
former U.S. Central IntelUgen- 
cy Agency employee's hearsay 
testimony that Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, Prr-'dent John F. Ken- 
nedy’s accused murderer, was 
involved in a CIA project in 
Japan. 

The one-time CIA worker, 
James B. WUcott, said in a 
telephone interview Tuesday 
that although' the information 
was hearsay, he is convinced 
it is true. Mr. WUcott also said 
he personally concluded that 


the CIA planted Oswald in Rus- 
sia to be a double agent. 

The committee refused to co- 
mment on whether it was look- 
ing into the matter. But sour- 
ces confirmed the panel is che- 
cking the allegation just as rt 
does most tips that it gets co- 
ncerning the Nov. 22, 1963 as- 
sassination of Kennedy in Dal- 
las. 

Mr. WUcott said in the in- 
terview that he told the com- 
mittee he was a CIA finance 
officer in Tokyo when Kennedy 
was assassinated and that he 
had disbursed money to a pro- 
ject involving Oswald.

Many unmarried couples 
are now getting the benefits which companies used 
to offer only to husbands and wives. What Is move, 
the couples don’t even have to be of opposite sexes 
any more. 


1,300,000 unwed couples 

The Census Bureau says 
that more than 1.3 million si- 
ngle Americans are living wi- 
th a member of the opposite 
sex today; and the number of 
unmarried couples living to- 
gether Is rising six times fas- 
ter in this decade than in the 
last one. Then there are abo- 
ut 750,000 "same-sex unrelat- 
ed persons" sharing a life -- 
many of them homosexuals: 
that figure has doubled since 
1970. 

"We have to assume that 
living together in a life-style 
that’s here to stay,” says Mr. 
Mike Maiecki, Personnel Ma- 
nager in Los Angeles for Uni- 
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ted Airlines. "Corporations are 
conservative entities, but th- 
ey’re going to have to adjust 
to this whether they like it or 
not It has a direct relation to 
productivity.” 

United Airlines is in fact 
in the vanguard of change, 
having decreed that paternity 
leaves may be granted to un- 
married as well as married 
men, and adoption leaves to 
single and married parents. 
Most U.S. companies, howev- 
er, rely on Internal Revenue 
and state law guidelines that 
declare only legal spouses and 
dependants to be eligible for 
traditional business benefits 
- - medical, dental; relocation 
expenses; and so on. 

Courts also accept 

But the status of the lfv- 
ing-in-sin couple is also chan- 
ging, thanks largely to last 
year’s landmark decision fr- 
om the California Supreme 
Court in the case of actor Lee 
Marvin and his housemate, 
Michelle Trlola. When their 
six-year old relationship end- 
ed, Miss Triola sued for $1 
million, arguing that she had 
given up a singing career to 
look after Mr. Marvin in re- 
turn for his promise to pro- 
tect her financially. 

The high court came down 
on Miss Triola’s side, and 
America’s unmarrieds began 
to see their relationship in a 
new light. Thousands have 
hired lawyers to draw up “liv- 
ing-together contracts", with 
the emphasis on property ar- 
rangements. A new book. Sex, 
“Living Together Contract Kit” 
has sold 10,000 copies, and its 


author, Mr. Ralph Warner of 
Berkeley, also peddles a $9 
"Living Together Contract Kit" 
which sets out, in somewhat 
flowery language, who will 
own what ("We will share 
our love and energy, but we 
reject the idea that one of us 
should depend on the other for 
support.") 

Women win most 

In affluent Southern Calif- 
ornia, the stakes are often hi- 
gh and if matters reach the 
courts it is usually the man 
who stands to lose most. One 
couple who broke up after 
ten years (and two children) 
together went to court last 
December In a property fight: 
the woman was awarded own- 
ership of their $100,000 home 
and its contents -- their ma- 
jor joint possession. Another 
woman, aged 48, sued the 64- 
year old man she lived with 
for nine years, claiming a sli- 
ce of the $2.5 million she says 
he earned in that time. Calif- 
ornia lawyers believe her ch- 
ances of winning are good. 

"That sort of publicity al- 
arms top management," says 
one personnel chief. "The liv- 
ing-together syndrome can be 
a barrier to advancement. Yet 
most major companies, IBM, 
Xerox, MCA, the airlines, now 
take the view, publicly at le- 
ast, that an employee’s public 
life is not a corporate con- 
cern. Thafs a change in it- 
self” 

In one area, at least, the 
unmarried couple is already 
being treated on almost the 
same basis as the married. 
Banks in California will make 
loans of various kinds to un- 
wed housemates, and a lead- 
ing savings and loan associa- 
tion says it makes fiome loans 
to people living together. 
"We’ve made loans to two 
women sharing, and to two 
men. Were they gay? We con; 
sider that no concern of ours.

Bridge is a simple game. 
Quite often it requires no 
more than counting to nine 
or ten. Yet it is surprising 
how many find this task im- 
possible. 

With all his points in aces 
and kings; we approve of 
South’s decision to open two 
no trump. The point count 
tends to underrate the value 
of aces and kings and inflate 
queens and jacks, and in our 
opinion. South’s hand is bet- 
ter than many 22* or 23- 
pointers we’ve seen. North 
checked for a 4-4 major fit, 
then settled in three no 
trump when South denied 
holding a four-card major. 

West led the queen of dia- 
monds, and declarer sur- 
veyed his prospects. He had 


eight tricks in high cards, 
and there was virtually only 
one suit in which he could 
develop his ninth, and that 
was clubs. Declarer made 
the technically correct play 
of holding up the ace of dia- 
monds, and held up again 
when West continued the 

suit. Declarer won the third 
diamond and decided to 
settle the issue without 
further ado. 

He entered dummy with 
the queen of hearts and ran 
the jack of dubs. West won 
the queen and took two more 
diamond tricks for a one- 1 
trick set. 

Declarer was guilty of a 
major crime— inability to 
count to nine. His line of 
play was correct if he had 
to take four club tricks, but 
with six tricks in the other 
three suits declarer needed 
only three dub tricks for his 
contract, provided he could 
keep West off lead while the 
third club was being de- 
veloped. 

Instead of taking the dub 
finesse, declarer should have 
banged down the ace and 
king of dubs. As the cards 
lie, the queen of dubs 
would have dropped and de- 
clarer would have come to 
ten tricks. But had the queen 
not fallen, the contract 
would still be safe If East 
held tbe lady— declarer 
could safely afford to lose 
a club trick to East. Playing 
off two high dubs simply 
gave declarer an extra 
chance. He would make his 
contract if East held the 
queen of clubs or if West 
held the queen guarded no 
more than once. 



d’Estaing meets rivals to heal rift 

PARIS March 29 (AP). — President Valery Giscard d’Estaing 
told defeated Socialist Party leader Francois Mitterrand yester- 
day he hoped the leftist opposition could reach a "reasonable 
cohabitation" with a new French government. In an unusual post- 
election meeting, the French president urged Mr. Mitterrand to 
help prevent the divisive election campaign from turning into a 
lasting left-right split that could damage the nation, a presiden- 
tial spokesman said. The center-right majority that has ruled 
France for the past 20 years won a sizeable 89-scat majority in 
National Assembly elections March 12 and 19. Mr. Giscard 
d’Estaiug, who invited leftist leaders to discuss the nation’s 
priorities before formation of a new government, is to meet with 
Communist Party chief George Marchais on Thursday. 

Carter’s public opinion rating drops 

NEW YORK, March 29 iR). — Nearly two out of three Ame- 
ricans surveyed in a poll issued lastnight feel President Carter is 
not doing a good job - - diametrically opposed to the view a year 
ago The poll, by the American Broadcasting Company and the 
Louis Harris Public Opinion Survey Organisation, said only 36 per 
cent of the people questioned approved of Mr. Carter’s perfor- 
mance while 62 per cent did not In March, 1977, two months 
after tak’ng office, he had a 67-21 positive rating. 

Demonstrations continue in Iran 

TEHRAN, Iran, March 29 (AP). — Anti-government demons- 
trations continued today when three motorcyclists threw gaso- 
line bombs at the entrance of a cinema in the city of Kasftan, the 
official Pars News Agency reported. Firemen stopped fire from 
spreading. Demonstrators attacked municipal offices in the city 
of Isfahan yesterday, and incidents were reported in other cities.

Publisher vows no leaks of Nixon memoirs 

LOS ANGELES, March 29 (AP). — Security precautions sur- 
rounding former U.S. President Richard M. Nixon’s memoirs are 
extreme - - "A bit less than for the atomic bomb," the ex-presi- 
dent’s publisher said yesterday. Harold Roth, President of Gros- 
sett and Dunlap which will publish the 500, 000-word Nixon book 
May 15 said Gossett is determined to prevent early leaks of the 
contents, which have been sold to the New York Times for seri- 
alisation. "Tile printer has had experience dealing with confiden- 
tial material - - not only with books but with corporate reports," 
said Mr. Roth. "It’s not an armed camp but I’m assured reason- 
able precautions are being taken." Mr. Roth said the book, wh- 
ich took a year to edit, will sell for $19.95. He said about one- 
third of the book is devoted to the Watergate scandal which 
drove Nixon from office, but tbe author has no delusions that it 
will rfiangfl bis public image.
